To the twenty-fifth Annual Council of the Diocese of Minnesota: 

The Committee on Legislation to whom were referred the resolutions of the 
Rev. Mr. Humphrey and of Dean Livermore, tobe found upon page 45, of the 
Journal of A. D., 1881, beg leave to submit their report. 


“gi 
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Prior to the Act of the Legislature of the State of Minnesota, approved January 
31, A. D. 1877, (Session laws of 1877, page 165, and Bissels Statutes pages 415, 
and 416,) the laws of the State for the incorporation of Parishes, were regarded, 
upon all hands, as quite unsatistactory. 

There had been several Statutes of the Territory and of the State in force at 
different times for the incorporation of ‘*Religious Corporations,’’ and among 
those what was familiarly known as ‘‘the Van Ingen Law’’ Bissels Statutes Sec. 
‘90, pages 458, 459, and 460. 

The Jatter was framed for the incorporation of Parishes in this church, but - its 
proyisions were such that a part at least of our Parishes, were incorporated while 
it was in force, under other Statutes, and those not readily adapted to our Church 
polity. 

The main purpose of the Act of 1877 was to simplify the process of incorpora- 
tion and incidentally, to introduce certain other desired changes. 

Sec. one (1) of that Act provides what Parishes, how “organized, ™ may be- 
ome incorporated thereunder. 

Sec. two (2) gives the process of incorporation. 

Sec. three(8) provides for the recording of the ‘Certificate’ and defines and limits 
the powers of the incorporation in some directions, not theretofore done in this State. 

Sec. five (5) makes the Rector ex-officio, a member of the Vestry and regulates 
the calling of Vestry meetings etc. 

Sec. six (6) repeals Sec. 90 above referred to {the Van Ingen Act ) 

Sections four (4) and seven (7), under which arise the question referred to 
us, read as follows:. 

‘‘Sec. 4,-—The annual meeting of said Corporation shail be holden at the Parish 
church, if any, and if not, at their usual place of worship, on Easter Monday of 
each year, at which time Church Wardens, and Vestry-men shall be elected in 
the manner, and by electors having the qualifications which are or may be pre- 
scribed by the Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church of said Diocese, and 
who shall hold their respective offices until the next succeeding Easter Monday 
and until their successors are elected.’’ 

“Sec. 7,—Section four (4) of this Act shall be applicable to, and hereafter in 
the particulars enumerated in this section, shall govern all Parishes in the Pro- 
testant Episcopal Church, heretofore incorporated under the laws of this State.” 

As will be seen, Sec. four (4) of this Act contemplates legislation on the part 
of the Diocese. 

At the next Annual Council, the then Committee on Legislation, submitted 
in the form of a majority anda minority report, drafts of Canons with special 
reference to the provisions of the Act. 

(For these reports see the Journal of 1877, commencing on page 68.) 

After full discussion by the Council of the year, these reports were referred to a 
special committee, consisting on the part of the Clergy of, Dr. Knickerbacker, Messrs. 
Thomas and Riley and on the part of the laity, of J udge Gilfillan and Mr. Officer. 

To the Council of 1878, the committee made a unanimous report. 

(Journal, pages 24 and 25,) which report was taken up item by item, daa 
at length, amending in one particular, and adopted as thus amended, as Can- 
ons VJ and VII, for which see Journal of 1878, pages 26 and 27, and again 
pages 100 and 101. 

It is thus seen that those Canons and their relation to the Act of 1877 and 
the subject matter thereof were fuily considered and discussed by two committees 
and by two successive Councils. 

With Canon V1, we have in this connection nothing to do. 

Canon VII, is as follows: 

CANON VII. 


“OF THE QUALIFICATION OF VOTERS.”’ 
“Section 1, All adult males, members of the Church by Baptism or Confirma- 
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tion, and connected with the Parish, for at least three months before any Parish 
meeting, and all adult males, who have for at least six months prior to any 
Parish meeting, rented pews in the church, or contributed tothe expenses of the 
Parish in the manner adopted and practiced by such Parish, shall be electors at: 
such Parish meeting—’”’ 

‘*Provided, That 1 no person shall vote at any Parish meeting, uuless at eat 
three oHtS before such meeting, he shall have signed his name in a Register 
of electors of the Parish to be kept by the Vestry.” 

“Sec. 2, At any Parish meeting the presiding officer, with two tellers—one 
appointed by him and one elected by the meeting—shall determine the qualifica- 
tions of any person offering to vote.”’ 

The subjects referred to us, involve therefore, not only the provisions of the 
Act of 1877, but the Act as supplemented by the legislation of the Diocese in 
the adoption of said Canon VII. 

Without permitting any argument in support of the several propositions, we 
are of the opinion, 

I, That the provisions of the Act of 1877 and of Canon VII, are in all respects 
obligatory upon all Parishes in the Diocese that have become incorporated under 
the Act. 

II, That the Act does not, nor does the Canon, in any respect apply to or 
govern any Parish incorporated before Minnesota became a State. 

Ill, That no part of the Act of 1877—other than section four (4) thereof—was 
intended to, or does in any narticular apply to any incorporated Parish, except 
these incorporated under the Act itself. 

TV, That the provisions of section four (4) of the Act of 1877 and of said 
Canon VII, are in all respects applicable to and binding upon all Parishes incor- 
porated. under the Van Ingen Act. (Sec. 90 aforesaid.) 

V, The remaining question viz:—to what extent, if at all, are those Parishes 
that become incorporated after we become a State and before January 31, 1807; 
under the Statutes then in force, other than the ‘‘Van Ingen Act,”’ subject to the 
provising of the Act of 1877, ay of Canon VII, is a question we are not pre- 
pared reliably to answet. 

It is possible though in our judgment not probable, that the enforced appli- 
cation of the provisions of section four (4) of that Act and Canon Vil, may with 
some of these Parishes be an infringement of the doctrine ‘‘vested rights.’’ In 
each Parish the question must depend upon the terms and provisions of the Act 
under which the incorporation was secured and the terms and provisions of the 
Articles of incorporation with reference thereto. To procure the requisite material 
for, and make the investigations necessary to cover this field definitely and relia- 
bly, will require more time and labor than the committee can bestow upon the 
subject. 

We repeat that in our judgment, it is not probable, that any difficulty of the 
sort exists in the application to all those Parishes of said section four (4) of said 
Canon VII, vut if in this your committee are in error, we have only to add that 
it is in the power of each Parish to remove all doubt and all questions as relates 
to itself, by accepting these provisions :— 

The Legislature has made this section four (4) broad enough to include all 
these Parishes. If the Act in this regard is not binding upon them, it is because 
it is an infringment of their Chartered rights. A right that each Parish can 
waive and does waive by accepting and doing its business under and in conformity 
with the Statute and the Canon. 

Uniformity and order would seem to dictate this course.

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In the first mentioned case, the Court held that rectories were property taxable 
under the law as it then existed and now exists. Whether the constitutionality 
of the law was directly raised in that case does not appear. But the decisiom 
must have necessarily involved a construction of Section 3.of Article 9 of the con- 
stitution, exempting certain classes of property from taxation, and therefore that 
laws taxing rectories, were constitutional. ‘The converse of the proposition, that 
a law exempting any class of property from taxation, which by the terms of the 
Constitution is taxable, it would seem must be held by the Supreme Court invalid. 
This view is strengthened by the reasoning of the Court in the 27th of Minnesota 
503. 

Your Committee believing that such a law if passed, would be held invalid, 
belieye it would be unwise for this Council to take any action with the ‘view of 
influencing Legislation on this subject. Gro. W. Watson,

THE BISHOP’S ADDRESS 


——(TO THE)— 


Twenty-Fifth Aunual Council. 


‘Beloved Friends and Brothers. 

I bring you the record of my official acts for the twenty-third year of my EHpis- 
‘opate. A severe sickness left me too weak for a spring visitation. We owe u 
debt of gratitude to the Bishops of Wisconsin, Fondu Lac and Missvuri, for 
their labors in the Diocese. Bishop Wells visited St. Paul’s church St. Paul, 
and the parishes in Anoka, Elk Riyer, Frontenac, Cannon Falls, and Red Wing 
and confirmed sixty-six (66) persons. Bishop Brown visited the church of the Good 
Shepherd and Christs church, St. Paul, and the parishes in Brainerd, Sauk Rapids, 
St. Cloud, Winona, Wabasha, and Lake City, and confirmed seventy-three (73) 
persons. Bishop Robertson visited the church of St. John the Evangelist, St. 
Paul, the church of the Holy Trinity, St. Mark’s, St. Paul's, and Gethsemane 
church, Minneapolis and the parishes and missions at Rockford, Howard Lake, 


_ Litchfield, Willmar, Benson and Morris and confirmed sixty-six persons. 


I have preached and delivered 164 sermons and addresses, in Morristown, 
Warsaw, Davenport, Milwaukee, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Kenyon, Cordoya, 
White Earth, Pembina Indian Settlement, Wild Rice River, Red Lake, Cass Lake, 
Lake Winnebegoshish, Leech Lake, Detroit, Glencoe, Granite Falls, Montevideo, 
Appleton, Ortonville. Graceville, Excelsior, Hotel St. Louis, Howard Lake, St. 
Vincent, Fort Pembina, Crookston, Willmar, Fairmount, Winnebago City, Blue 
Earth City, Wells, Albert Lea, Austin, Windom, Mankato, Madelia, Lake Crys- 
tal, St. James, Worthington, White Bear, Rushford, Royalten, Little Falls, Du- 
luth, Red Wing, Faribault, New York, Sing Sing, Flizabeth, Boston, Yonkers, 
New Haven, Binghamton, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, Jersey City, Utica, Lake © 
Eustis, Enterprise, Sanford and Thomasville. With very few exceptions all of 
our parishes and missions haye been visited by myself or Episcopal brethren dur- 
ing the year. 

In my annual address of 1873 and 1874 I gave you my views as to additional 
Episcopal oversight. 1 presented three plans. 

1. Ihe election of an assistant Bishop, which would be a great relief to my- 
self. 

2. The diyision of the Diocese, which has neyer seemed practicable to me, un- 
less in the division we can provide, 
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3. That our incorporated educational work shall have the supp of the whole: 


ehurch within the State. 


Tl am convineed that neither the division of the Diocese nor the election of an: 
assistant, ought to take place untihan endowment for both Bishops is secured, 


as contemplated by the Constitution of the church. I say this the more frankly,. 
because it is not a personal question to myself. I came te you in my poverty 
and have never raised the question as to my support. I believe that itis a mis- 
take to support the Bishop by assessments upon parishes and missions, because,,. 
1. It binders church extension by lessening the offerings for missions. — 
2. It takes from the pittance of the pastor to support the Bishop. There have 


been cases where the missionary has paid the assessment for the Bishop’s support: 


out of his own seanty stipend. 
3. It places the Bishop in a false position, if he depends for his support im 
part upon those whom we desire to win to the church, and it prevents him from 


doing much he would like to do for his spiritual children, As wise Stewards, we 


should secure the necessary endowment before we enter on the question of elect- 


ing another Bishop. 

I have.celebrated the Holy Communion thirty-six yee: three hundred and 
ninety-seven persons have been confirmed, ordained six Priests, and seven dea- 
eons, baptised fourteen children and three adults, celebrated three marraiges, 
buried four persons, catechised children ten times. I have Consecrated three 
churches, July 31, 1881, Christ’s church, Glencoe; August 8, 1881, Al: Saint’s 
ehurch, Howard Lake; September 28, 1881, St. Paul’s church, Duluth. They 


are all beautiful and offerings of love. The church at Glencoe deserves especal - 


mention as an evidenee of woman’s love and devotion. It is a personal sorrow 
that I have not been able for lack of stipend to send them a missionary. 

1 have transferred Rev. I. T. Osborone to Idaho, Rev. I. A. Bevington to Mas- 
sachusetts, Rev. D. D. Chapin to the Diocese of Western Michigan, Rev. H. KE. 
Clowes to Montana, Rev. A. A. Joss to Illinois, Rev. Samuel B. Cowdry, and 


Rev. T. M. Riley to Wisconsin, Rev. EK. Steele Peake to Dacotah, Rey. J. EH. 


Johnson to Central New York. 

J have received Rev. T. J. Brooks from Diocese Michigan, Rev. W. H. Milnes 
from the Diocese Indiana, Rev. Phillip McKinn from the Diocese Ohio, Rev. F’.

Brethren:—-This 1.ecord is not all I wish. Each year in view of the vastness of 
the field, the tale seems poorer. I love the Diocese as: I never loved it before. 
The years of my service seem as days for the love between us. No Bishop has 
been more signally blessed in the peace and harmony of his Diocese and in the 
love of Clergy and laity. ; 

In our two metropolitan cities the church has put on new life, and Clergy and 
people are working together in perfect harmony. In our larger towns notwith- 


* standing the great losses by removals the church’s progiess is steadily onward. 


Some of our missions show cheering signs of growth. Others seem fallow ground 
waiting for the dew of heaven and the labors of the husbandman. Minnesota is 
a field which sorelv tries one’s faith. The increasing restlessness of our popula- 
tion, prevents the formation of lasting ties between pastors and people. Mission- 
ary work is like preaching toa procession. The people have no oneness of or- ~ 
ganized life. Society has not crystalized around chosen leaders, and before so- 
cial life takes root, the people are seeking new homes. There are conflicts of re- 
ligious opinions, the strife of tongues and jealousies of race and caste. The 
church's children have come from widely separated folds. Added to these hin- . 
drances, there is wide spread unbelief. It is not the unbelief of perplexed and be- 
wildered minds, not the misbelief of those who have overladen truth with error; 


_but the unbelief of neglect and indifference. Victories can only be won in such 


a field by faithful untiring labor. One hindrance in the growth of the church is, 
in the frequent changes of the Clergy. It has retarded the growth of parishes and 
wel. nigh destroyed some of our most hopeful missions. I know the sore tempta- 
tions which come to the Clergy, the weariness and loneliness of missionary life, 
the anxious care which comes from a scanty support, the hope of relief from 
viting sermons and the thought that someone else can do better. The people 
who have left their pastor to labor alone and made his hard earned salary a 
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grudlged charity, hope that a change will send them a minister who can secure 
success out of their own failures. I can recall very few changes which have not 
proved injurious to pastor and people. Iknow of no success which was not won 
by the united labor of men who know how to work and wait. Brethren of the — 
Clergy, we do not go to minister to saints, but to save sinners. It will be very like 
heaven when you find a cure which has in it no selfish selt willed fault finding 
folk. Such people lived in the primitive church. St. Paul had to say of some 
when he lived, ‘‘I tell you weeping, they are the enemies of the eross of Christ.’” 
We have no right to abandon the field committed to our care unless plainly called 
away by the Providence of God. Unless incapacitated for ministerial work, we 
have no right to turn aside to secular pursuits. The vow of Holy Orders is up- 
on us and this vow will be the measure of our accountability in the judgment. 
} know that your lot is often hard. Never allow yourself to brood over troubles. 
Never hug thistles to your flesh. Your Master trod this rough way before you, 
and these very sorrows may be the badge of your fellowship with Him. The field 
. may be barren as the trodden wayside or as fallow ground, choked with thorns 
and yet it may be the Lord’s harvest field. where he will fulfil to your brave sou} 
His own promise that, ‘‘he who goeth forth bearing precious seed and weeping, 
shall come with rejoicing bringing his sheaves with him.”’ 

Brethren of the Laity,—We are men like you. We need your sympathy, 
your love, your prayers. We bear an office which would be heavy for an angels 
shoulders, we ask nothing for the poor trail fallible man. We do ask eyery- 
thing for Jesus sake, and say to you with the Apostle ‘‘Pray for us.’’ 

MISSIONS. | 

A thoughtful English scholar said to me last autumn, ‘‘Yeu Americans do not 
realize your mission,’’ ‘‘You are edueating five hundred millions of people to 
speak the English language, live under one government and influence for good 
or evil the whole world.”’ It was a wonderful prophecy. It may be fulfiled. 
This vast continent with its untold wealth and its opening for human industry, 
offers a home for these millions souls. The providence of God is sending here 
the people of every clime and tongue and kin. They do not come as nations or 
races to fight for the mastery, but as individuals to become the adopted sons of 
one common country. Sixty years ago, there were not ten thousand souls in the 
whole Northwest beyond Detroit, Michigan. Nearly as many emigrants have 
passed through this city in one week. There is no record like it in this worlds 
history. The prophecies of man have never equalled the reality. 

The men who founded this republic believed in God. They haye left their tes- — 
timony to the truth, that the christian religion is necessary for the wellfare and 
perpetuity of the nation. No nation has survived the loss of #ts religion. Faith 
in the unseen and eternal is necessary to proteet human relations and preserve 
human government. 

But granted that men must have a religion, what is the mission of the church 
in{this land? If it is only to add one more to the sects into which our American 
Christianity is divided, I would not build another church or send out another 
missionary. 

God sent the Anglo Saxon race here to receive into a new brotherhood these 
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diverse races of men. I believe this high honor was given to this race, because 
it recognizes two fundamental truths which are absolutely necessary to protect 
the individuals and to preserve human government. These truths are the inviol- 
able sanctity of individual freedom. and that government is a delegated trust 
from God who alone has the right to govern. ‘The historicai church of the Anglo 
Saxon race recognize also the two truths which are necessary to preserve the 
christian lite in the individual, and to restore christian unity among all who ac- 
knowledge Jesus Christ as their Savior and King. ‘These truths are first, that 
the conditioa of ‘fellowship’in the Christian church is faith in the Incarnate Son 
of God, as contained in the old Catholic creed. Second, the validity of all chris- 


- ¢ian baptism in the name of the Father the Son and the Holv Ghost. These 


truths underlie the possibility of the reunion of christendom. Do not think that 
I expect this retnion, by the union of all christians with our branch of the church 
of Christ. Ido not believe that the new Jerusalem, which shall descend out of 
heaven as a bride adorned for her husband, will be the Protestant Episcopal 
church. I know of no medicine to heal christendom. But Ido believe with my 
whole heart that the day will come when the church on earth will represent that 
unity for which our Lord prayed in the night of his bitter agony. I believe that 
prophecy foretel's that regained unity before the second coming of the Son of 
Man. I believe that this unity will not be the result of human plans. but will be 
by the moving of the Spirit of God on these human waters bringing order out of 
confusion and chaos. For this we can pray and work and wait. 

Ours is a historical church which has preserved the faith, the ministry and 
tbe sacraments which our Lord appointed for the salvation of men. Ours is a 
missionary church which bears our Lord’s commission to go into all the world 
and tell all men everywhere the message of (rod’s love. Ours is a pure branch 
of the one Catholic church and ought to be in this land, ‘“‘the church of reconcili- 
ation,’’ bearing the olive branch of God’s peace and breaking down the hedges 
-of man’s building in the garden of the Lord. 

In the conflict with unbelief which is at hand, all christians have the right to 
expeci the church to take her place in the thickest of the battle. We have no 
right to limit Our responsibility to the field which is at our own door. These 
truths are indisputable. 

1. God has made ef one blood all nations. The black man of Africa, the yellow 
man of China, the swarthy Islander of the Pacific, the red Indian and the -vhite 
man have one common humanity. They suffer from the same diseases. They 
are healed by the same medicines. They all feel hunger, thirst, cold and heat. 
They fear, they hope, they love, they hate, they suffer, they die, they are men. 

2. Jesus Christ has redeemed this humanity. From the realms of Paradise 
he looks down upon all who share bis human nature with the same infallible pity 
and love. The humblest man who bears this humanity may be elevated to sit 
on the right hand or the left hand of Christ in His kingdom. 

3. There are no limitations in His commission to favored races of men. Mis- 
sionary work is a condition of the existence of the church. Itis the law of our 
personal union with Christ. A man cannot love God who does not love his 
brother also. Brothers, are our gifts, our labors and our prayers the measure of 
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our privilege and duty? Bear with me. I fear they reveal our lack of faith and 
our lack of devotion to Him who has redeemed us by his blood. 
SCHOOLS. 

More than thirty years ago a young soldier of Christ pitched his tent on yonder 
mission. property in St. Paul. James Logel Breck, was one who saw the com- 
pleted plan when he laid the foundation stone. He saw the Faribault ot to-day, 
with its noble buildings and hundreds of youth, when he stood on the hill which 
overlooked the hamlet which then had a few hundred souls. You remember the 
strange providence which elected as your Bishop an unknown man, and sent him 
to be the helper of brave hearted Breck and Manney. I was then young and 
hopeful. Care, sickness and sorrow had not chisseled these lines on my cheeks. 
God knows how honestly and faithfully I have labored to build up christian 
schools, which shail bless the State and be an honor to the church when my 
name is forgotten. No Diocese in America, of our years, can show better foun- 
dations for educational work. It,is not mine, of which to boast. | 

It is all the work of loving hearts within and without the Diocese who have 
made me their almoner. Jam an old man now; if not in years, in work and 
care. Two things I ask in Jesus’ name—help me to build these halls and endow 
this work so it shall go on forever—Our Divinity school has a strong claim upon 
the churchmen of the west. It is the only Divinity school west of the Mississippi 
in a territory of one million square miles. It has been auopted by: all the trans 
Missippi Bishops. They look to us for clergy; they send their young men here to 
be educatea for the Master’s service. It is worthy of the love of all who love our 
Lord and Savior. For twenty-three years, through good and evil times I have 
borne its burdens gladly. God has bountifully blessed some of my spiritual children. 
May I not ask you out of your abundance to send me year by year, a gift for its 
support, and when you shall give up your earthly stewardship will you not re- 
member this school in your wills and so link your memory with work for Christ 


forever. 
HOSPITALS. 

We have three church hospitals and one whose care our church people share 
with others. When our Lord sent out His Apostles He commissioned them‘‘to preach 
the Kingdom of God and heal the sick’’. The works which they wrought as 
signs of the coming of His Kingdom were the perpetual mission of the church, to 
be carried on by the natural laws of the same God and Father. Hospitals for the 
sick and homes for the suffering will always be signs of the living church which 
is united to its Divine head. All honor to the noble men and women who are 
doing this work for their suffering brethren. 


ORPHANAGE. 


We need a church orphanage. No memorial of our loved ones could be more 
blessed than a home for ‘‘the little ones whose angels do always behold the face 
of our Father in Heaven.’’ Need I tell Christ’s brothers that he looks down from 
heaven on these orphaned children with the same loving eyes, as when He cra- 
dled little children in His arms. Need I ask you to think of your own child as 
homeless a poor waif to drift into poverty, it may be vice? Think of your joy to 
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meet among His ransomed ones those whom you have led heavenward and home 
Think of the greater joy to hear Him say of the Christ child who stood at your 
door ‘‘inasmuch as ye did it unto the least ot these ye did it unto me,’’— 


THE FUTURE. 


The way before us is not all bright. The progress of tne church does not keep 
pace with the population. Thousands of our citizens have given up the habitual 
attendance on public worship. They have lost their faith in Divine Revelation. 
They have ceased to honor the Christian Sabbath. Many are bewildered and do 
not know what they believe or disbelieve. For such as these we are Christ’s 
Shepherds. Like Him we must go into the wilderness to seek and to save the 
lost. It is doubtless the duty of the people to come to Christ’s ministers for 
counsel. They do not come. They will not come. We grieve over empty 
«churches and desecrated Sabbaths. We must go to them. We must find our 
way to human hearts. They must feel our sympathy. We must share their 
trials. Holy Herbert said ‘*a house going priest makes a church going people.’’ 
At first, they may deem our kind invitation only professional, but men will at 
last see a love which reflects the love of Jesus Christ. The day will come to 
every man when the cloud has overshadowed his life and in that hour of darkness 
he will feel the need of some hand to lean upon. The words of love which rested 
on your lips will be the cord to draw him to the house of God. They may come 
at first as Mary Magdaline came by stealth to the house of Simon and like her, 
many hear Him say ‘‘Thy sins are all forgiven thee ”’ 


We are ambassadors for God. Our message must be communicated with the 
dignity of the office which we bear. These are no times to talk platitudes about 
holy things. The age is one of intense iutellectual activity. The daily press 
teems with thoughts which burn. Books which giow with the best thoughts of 
the best thinkers are within the reach of the laborer. If we are to keep our hold 


‘on the people we must be the peers of all other scholars. We must speak as 


men can only speak whose feet are resting on the rock of God’s eternal truth. 
Men are drifting from the old moorings. These are days of shifting anchorages. 
The loss of a Divine standard of duty makes all obligations fade into shadows. 
The church must teach men the sanctity of government. The ruler is God’s 
minister, not the representative of a fickle, changing people. His office i; a dele- 
gated trust for his brethren. God has given to every nation the r.ght to say ia 
what form this delegated trust shall be clothed. No man has the right to be my 
aaster. No number of men have the right to make their will the measure of my 
acts. Take away the truth of the Divine authority of government and you have 
nothing between man and man but brute force. It may be oppression, it may be 
the violence of mobs. Itcan only endin ruin. The nation is not a multitude ot 
mén berding and feeding together like cattle. Itis not a larger tribe or clan 
under chosen leaders. National life is a gift from God for the eleyation and pro- 
tection of His children. The relations which are ordained by God, of husband 
and wife, parents and children, the blessed ties which make up home, do not de- 
pend for their sanctity upon a civil contract. They rest upon the eternal laws of 
God. If they are of God, all which the state can do is to protect and guard their 
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sacred character. It has no right to abrogate and destroy them. The church 
canhot hesitate as to her duty. At every marriage the minister repeats the words 
of the Son of God ‘‘what God hath joined together let no man pub asunder.” 
Though ‘“‘the Sabbath was made for man and not man for the Sabbath’’ we plead 
for no Jewish enactment. We do ask men to reverence this day of rest as the gift 
of God. You cannot surrender the hallowed influences ot the Lord’s day without 
surrending the Christian religion. Man is a spiritual being. No training can 


elevate humanity which overlooks man’s spiritual nature. The things our hands 
handle are not the only realities. Thereisa more real world in the realm of 
spirit without which, this outer world would have no history. The Lord’g day 
which brings rest to the wearied body was designed to bring refreshment to the 
soul. In one of Daniel Webster’s greatest speeches he quoted these words: 
‘*You might as well put out the sun and trust to weild the universe by human 
powers as to extinguisk. the moral illumination of the Sabbath and break this 
glorious mainspring of the government of. God.’’ I know no higher civil boon 
than citizenship in our favored country. 

We gladly welcome the people of every land, to snare our goodly heritage; but 
we have the right to ask our adopted brothers not to rob us of that sacred day 
which comes laden with the bounty of our God. There isa growing neglect of 
the sacred scriptures. The Bible is in every home; but it is nos to our people 
what it was to our fathers. It lies as a Christian ornament on the table, but it is 
not read on bended knees as the voice of God. - The sacred scriptures have passed 
through centuries of critical examination. They have won the homage and. love 
of the wisest and best of our race. Christian men must not surrender one iota of 
their holy teaching. Our blessed Lord singled out the very incidents which infi- 
delity now assails as illustrations of Divine truth. He passed by histories which 
have never been questioned. But He did say ‘‘as it was in the days of Noah”’ 
‘‘as it was in the days of Sodom’”’, ‘‘as Moses lifted up the serpent’, ‘‘as Jonah ~ 
was three days in the whale’s belly’’, As if with Divine foreknowledge He saw 
our day and set the seal of His own yeracity to the word of God. 

There are cther clouds which lower on the horizon of tne future. They concern 
not only the church, they put in peril everything which we hold dear for ourselves 
and children. We cannot shut our eyes to the mutterings of discontent, the 
alienations and heart burnings between employer and employed, the gulf which 
is opening between capital and labor We are startled at the mad radicalism of 
these new reformers. We wonder why the people turn away from the church 
which teaches peasants and kings to say our Father, to find a brotherhood in the 
clubs and the union. The fault must lie at some ones door. These revolution- 
ary teachers are doubtless the outgrowth of the evils which have oppress2d men 
in other land. They ought to find no followers mn a land where all men are equal 
before the law. This envious, hateful spirit ought to have no place where the 
poorest child may rise to the highest office. Some cause lies back of this sudden 
upheaving of discontent. Has the church in the spirit of Christ. opened wide its 
doors to make all men feel it is their home: Have we christian folk made these 
children of toil feel that we are the children of one Father in Heaven? Have we 
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recognized the fact that our talents, our refinements and our wealth is a trust 
from God for the good of others? ‘Have these men who swarm along these lines 
of commerce no plea on which to base their wrongful teaching. The rights of 
labor are primary rights. The rights of capital are secondary rigats. When you 
elevate and eaoble the one you have protected and governed the other. But if 
men hold the wealth which other hands have created as a personal right, if they 
acknowledge no obligation as God’s trustee for their brethren, shall we wonder at 
the mad ery of envy and hatred? Labor is a necessity. There is no health to 
body or soul without labor. God’s law isas merciful to the poor as to the rich. 
Nothing worth having comes without labor; but if you strip labor of the sympa- 
thy, the kindness of brotherhood, it becomes a galling servitude. If the only 
bond between the laborer and the employer is money can we wonder that right is 
subverted for personal advantage? ‘These sons of toil do not ask or need our 
doled out charity; but they do ask and they have the right to ask for the sympa- 
thy and the thoughtful consideration of their favored brethren. 

The histories of the past reveal many struggles between rank and station and 
the people. The well being of societv and the safety of the state have always 
been secured by the elevation of the people and the recognition of their inaliena- 
ble right to life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. We have no record of the 
results of a death struggle between wealth and labor. If that issue comes in a 
warfare where there is nothing to enoble the conflict. nothing but the bitter hate 
of sordid selfishness and the enmity of class arrayed against class, the result can 
only be desolation and ruin to us all. 

Brethren in Christ, no cunning words, no temporary expedients, no strong arm 
of power can quell the storm. Brotherhood men will have, and it is for us te 
say whether it shall be the brotherhood of communism and nihilism, or the 
brotherhood of the children of ove Father. They whom God has helped must be 
His almoners. It was for such a day as this our Lord said ‘‘make to yourselves 
friends, by the mammion of unrighteousness’’. Show all men by your wise fulfil- 
ment of your trust the blessedness of sanctified wealth. Teach men by your 
warm hearted sympathy, by your thoughtful consideration, by your generous 
beneficence that there can be no conflict between men who acknowledge one com- 
mon Father in Heaven. 

INDIAN MISSIONS. 

Our work for the red men aiden the wise superintendence of our good Brother 
Gilfillan has been blessed. Many hundreds whom I first met as painted savages 
are now living as civilized, christian men. Our Indian clergy are laboring faith- 
fully for their people. The whole Chippewa nation begin to see that they area 
doomed race unless they cast behind them their wild life and accept christian civ- 
ilization. It is sad that sucha blessed work should be placed in peril by the gov- 
ernment, repeating its old wrongs, taking their property without just compensa- 
tion. I hope that wiser and better thoughts will remove eyery. just cause of dis- 


content. 
OUR DEPARTED. 


The Rev. George Whipple St. Clair died the day after our last council. At my 
first visit to Faribault a bright-eyed Indian boy sat on the chancel steps of the 
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chapel. I little thought that it would be my privilege to ordain him a minister 
of Christ. You who knew him will bear witness to his guileless simplicity of 
character, his singleness of purpose, his purity of life and earnest faith in Christ. 

He made full proof of his ministry and has gone before us to the rest of the pet 

ple of God. 

The church mourns one of her best Bishops—Bishop Kerfoot was a ripe siislan, 
a wise leader, a loving fathex and a loyal son of the church. Educated by Dr. 
Muhlenburgh he did as much as. anyone in our communion to promote christian 
education. The church had no wiser Bishop and the country no more loyal son. 

Our diocese has lost a deyvted friend in the death of Captain KE. B. Gibbs, U. 
S. A.—Pure in life, loyal in spirit, a loving disciple who abounded in good works, 
he was a soldier who like the Centurion of old ‘feared God and all His house’’. 

Brethren eleven years ago the council met in this church. Of those present 
eighteen have removed to other fields of labor, seven have gone before us. to the 

other home. Of the laity who were present, Hawley, Pringle, Braden and Curo- 
mings have entered into rest. 

Year by year forms and faces that we were wont to meet, are absent from our 
eounci’.. We older folk feel like strangers among so many new taces. Another 
generation crowds upon our steps. The reaper thins our ranks. The voice of 
duty cries ‘‘do with thy might whatsoever thy hand findeth to do,. for there is. no 
work, nor device, nor knowledge, nor wisdom, in the grave whither thou goest.’”

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Report of the Dean of the Northern Convocation. 


An interesting meeting of the Convocation was held at Brainerd and Duluth, 
January 30 and Feb. 2. These were present of the clergy besides the Dean, Rev. 
F. W. Tompkins, L. F. Cole, Philip McKim, G. E. Swan, E. 8S. Peake, J. A. Gilfil- 
lan, C. A. Cummings, Rev. Dr. Hawley, Rev. B. C. Cooley of Fargo and Rev. C.S. 
Lindsley. Subjects of Papers: 

“Church Music,” Rev. G. E. Swan. 

Rey. E. S. Peake, “Best Methods of Conducting Missionary Work in New Towns.” 

Rev. C. S. Lindsley and Rev. Philip McKim, papers on “Sunday School Work.” 

Rev. L. F. Cole, ‘The Layman’s Obligation to the Church.” 

Rev. Dr. Hawley—“On What Authority the Observance of the Lord’s Day Rests.” 

Rev. F. W. Tompkins, “Proper Rendering of the Church Service.” 

Rev. B. C. Cooley, ‘‘Mission Work’*in North Dakota.” 

Sermons were also preached by Rev. Mr. Cole, Tompkins and Cooly. The papers 
read were able, practical and helpful to all who heard them. The missionary meet- 
ings each evening were stirring and instructive. The attendance of Laity at services 
was large. The desire of the Convocation was expressed for a epic: of the 
boundries of the District, making a Northern Convocation. : 

At present there are several missions of the Convocation vacant, being Fergus 
Falls, Crookston, Detroit, Appleton, Ortonville and Sauk Rapids, whilst mission- 
aries are desired for Glencoe and Breckenridge. Holy Trinity parish is also vacant. 
The clergy of the Convocation are all reaching out to do as much missionary work 
as possible. 


Report of the Dean of the Western Convocation. 


To the Right Reverend, the Bishop of Minnesota: 

The undersigned respectfully reports that the Mission stations in the Western 
districts are generally cared for with the exception of the country west of St. 
Peter on the Winona & St. Peter Railroad. He has himself given for the last year 
the second Sunday of each month to Redwood Falls, seventy miles from St. Peter, 
where there is a neat and commodious church and twelve communicants. He has 
baptised one adult and three children, officiated at one marriage and one funeral, 
and celebrated the Holy Communion four times. A Convocation of the Clergy of 
the District was held at Faribault in December last, which was largely attended. 
The meeting was apparently interesting and profitable.

During the past year two new buildings have been erected, Welles’ Pavilion, ac- 
commodating 12 patients in two wards, built by H. T. Welles, at a cost of $1,200. 

A commodicus building, adjoining an old one, that will accommodate 32 patients, 
built at a cost of $6,000, $3,000 of this has been secured from the citizens of Minne- 
apolis, the balance, we hope to secure the present year. The value of our property 
is now at least $20,000, and we have accommodation for 50 patients.

LEECH LAKE, Minn., June 12, 1882, 
My Dear Bishop: 

I am glad to report that the work done with the ending of another church’s 
year has in all respects been prosperous. This part of our Lord’s vineyard is a vast 
field for the Church’s labor. Of the 1,500 Indians scattered about in this wilder- 
ness, Leech Lake Agency is the rendezvous. Cass Lake, Lake Winnibegoshish In- 
dians, and the Indians dwelling at other smaller lakes round about, and on the 
Islands and shores of Leech Lake, all come for supplies for everything they need to 
the stores at Leech Lake Post and Agency. It has been my effort to endeavor to 
bring these wanderers to attend the services held in our little church every time 
they are here. While our Church is always fully attended by the Christian Indi- 
alls, we are always pleased to see some of their wild brethren attend, where they 
also may hear the glad tidings of the gospel, to hear the beautiful litany read, and 
the ten commandments rehearsed in their own language. All my sermons and ad- 
dresses are interpreted into the Chippewa tongue. What can be done more, but to 
wait for the harvest? We water, but He alone giveth the increase, and sooner 
or later he shall bring these poor wanderers to the Church’s fold, which is to him. 
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self. Allow meto mention a few of the numerous gifts for the Church of the 
Good Shepherd, given from friends ‘from, far and near. The foremost one, the most. 
useful and valuable, is a beautiful and sweet-toned Estey organ, given by our near- 

est neighber, Mrs. Dr. Hawley, of Brainerd, Minn. A full set of Communion 
linen service came from Washington, D. C., the gift of Frank E. Camp, Esq. A 

Flagon came from New York City, the gift of Miss Sarah 8. Smith. These gifts: 
are highly appreciated by the missionary in eharge, and he thanks the donors for 
himself and also in behalf of the Christian Indians of Leech Lake.

During the year, besides filmg my own appointments, [ have officiated or 
preached for the Rectors of St. Paul’s and Christ churches, St. Paul; Gethsemane, 
Minneapolis; Redeemer, Cannon Falls; Christ, Red Wing; Christ, Frontenac; St. 
Mark’s, Lake City, Zumbrota and Pine Island; Communion, St. Peter, Good Sa- 
maritan, Sauk Centre and Alexandria. 

My private register for the eleven months reads as follows: Ordinary services, 
4160; celebrated Hols Communion, 36 times; assisting in same 12 times; sermons 
and addresses, 75; marriages, 5; baptisms, infants, 12; burials, 3.

I have before mea blank report to be filled up, but if I should doso it would 
not be a true report of the work or of the condition of the field in which I have 
been laboring. : 

I have supplied Crookston with services three Sundays in each month and with 
Lenten services, &c., from July, 1880, until February, 1882, and with occasional 
services up to the present time. During this time (two years), they have raised 
for support of services about $450. 

In August, 1831, a parish was organized and a resolution was passed by the 
vestry to proceed to the erection of a chapel, but for various reasons the work was 
postponed. In February the vestry, or rather a minority of them, passed a resolu- 
tion to dispense with services and build a church. Plans and materials have been 
secured for this purpose, and a church will no doubt soon be built. Ido not see 
that I have any particular selation to the Parish at present, but still at your re- 
quest, [am supplying it with occasional services. | . 

At Euclid I have held service as occasion would permit during the past two 
years, but there are only a few church people in the vicinity. 

At Hallock I held regular Sunday services once each month until owing to the 
removal of one church family, and the occupation of the hotel where our services 
were held, by other parties, we were left without a place for service. There is no 
hall, church or school house in the place. There are but few church people, but 
the services were quite well attended. They contributed towards support of ser- 
yices about $50. The ladies raised money for the purchase of an organ. Lots 
have been promised when we are ready to build a church.

Have baptised at those places, children, at Park Rapids, 3; at Manter, 6; at Carson, 
2, and at Maple Lake 1. Twelve have kept up when at home, regular Sunday ser- 
vices at the Church of the Holy Apostles, Richmond. 

Spent most of Lent among the lumbermen, holding services and preaching in 
about 65 logging and tie camps and 2 ranches, of which 6 were on the sources of 
the Red, 1 of the Rum, and the rest of the Upper Mississippi river.

Rr. REY. AND DEAR BisHop:—I herewith report a summary of my work for the 
year now closed. During the year I have discharged the duties of Acting Profes- 
sor of Ecclesiastical History, Church Polity and Common Law in Seabury Divin- 
ity School. In addition to the usual critical study of the history of the Doctrine, 
Worship and Polity of the Apostolic, Greco-Roman and Reformation Periods of 
the Church, special investigation has been given to the Middle Ages as the Gfe7- 
minating Period out of which have sprung not only the modern political sys- 
tems and the nations of Europe, but also church architecture and music, the chap- 
ter, cathedral, collegiate and university systems, and very many of the present dis- 
tinctive features of the Anglican, Roman and Oriental Hierarchies. 

The object has been to seek underlying principles by analyzing and systematiz- 
ing facts, and thence to draw logical conclusions and establish general principles, 
that our young men may learn to be catholic minded and to know well the distinc- 
tion between the saying of the teacher and the logic of History; between the as- 
sumptions of man, and the divine authority of our Lord and His Church. 
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Several Sundays I have officiated in Owatonna, Shakopee, Stillwater and St. Paul; 
have baptised 1 adult, 3 infants, administered Holy Communion in public 3 times, 
in private 1 time; have solemnized 2 marriages and officiated at 1 funeral.

JANESVILLE, Minn., June 6th, 1880. 
Rt. Rev H. B. Whipple, D. D.: 

My DEAR BisHop:—I herewith send you my report of work in this mission 
field for the past Council year. Services have been continued as per last report, at 
Janesville, Waterville and Elysian. There is no material change as to the condi- 
tion of the work at this point, unless it be in the increased attendance upon the 
services at Elysian. At this place we work at a great disadvantage in consequence 
of having to use a dark, dismal, low ceiling hall, approached through a narrow 
entry into which no ray of light enters except as the door is opened. Many will 
not attend in consequence of the difficulties of getting there. Yet the attendance 


has averaged about forty during the year, and I trust will increase. There are 


here about five or six preparing for confirmation. At Waterville, also, are three 
candidates for confirmation, and possibly at Janesville. .I have not been able to 
visit Alma City, Kilkenney or country points this year, as I am not able to walk, 
having been obliged to give it up entirely—as heretofore, from place to place, and 
cannot yet provide a means of conveyance. Have just obtained a pony which I 
think, will be sufficient for the purpose, but yet lack harness and buggy, or other 
vehicle. At Janesville we have lost some four or five families through removal and 
as many communicants; but such is the work in these places—it is purely mission- 
ary, there being but little hope of ever having sufficient strength at any time, to 
become a self-supporting parish. The grounds at this place have been improved by 
laying out walks, and planting trees, shrubbery and flowers. A Rectory has been 
built during the year at-a cost, in full, of about five hundred dollars. For this 
Rectory the Parish owes about four hundred dollars, which is secured by bonds 
drawing 8 per cent interest. By thus securing the money and building the Rec- 
tory, a saving of about seventy dollars was effected, being the difference between 
rent and interest. True, the bonds have yet to be paid, but if interest is kept up, 
which isa small amount, the greater part of the principal will not be called for 
until the parish can meet it. After the consideration of many plans, the above was 
considered the most practicable; and thus far we have no reason to think that ail 
hopes will not be tully realized, respecting its wisdom. 

The enclosed report for Waterville includes also the report of Elysian. During 
the year 181 services have been held, 13 baptised, 5 buried, 4 married and there are 
about 10 or 12 for confirmation. The Sunday schools at Janesville and Waterville 
have, of late, increased in number of scholars, and, I trust, interest. Lay-sermons 
have been discontinued at Waterville for the summer at the special request of the 
Lay-Reader, who has served faithfully for some years; in the fall itis expected 
that they will be resumed. ; 

Trusting that this report will be satisfactory and sufficiently full to give you 
such information respecting this field as you desire, I am,

Services were then — 


not resumed until spring. I now go there once a month. After I had given two 
services last fall, Mrs. Draper left the place and returned to work among the Indi- 


aus under Bishop Hare. Her departure is a serious loss te our work, as she 


seemed the head and front of it. At present they can do little more than pay my 
expenses in visiting them monthly. 

For over three months, beginning March 1st, 1882, I also supplied our little par- 
_ ish at Appleton every other Sunday. This rendered it necessary for me to serve 
this place (Granite Falls) and Montevideo on the same Sunday. At the latter 
place we held our services in the afternoon at 3 o’clock. Here we have services on 


alternate Sundays, morning and evening. To serve both places on the same day 


involved driving thirty miles and giving three services. 
It was at the urgent request of Mr. A. W. Lathrop that I hap consented to sup- 


ply them until you might be able to geta clergyman for Appleton and Ortonville. ‘e 


I was glad to learn of Mr. Forubland’s recent visit to the field and hope he has 
met with sufficient encouragement to induce him to take hold of it. 

I indulge the hope that the living Head of the Church may bless you with 
such a measure of health that you may favor us with a visitation at an early day; 
and therefore I will not now write you further of my work, hoping soon to commu- 
nicate with you “face to face.”

LE SuEuR, My 831. 
My Dear Bishop: 

I have already sent you the reports for Le Sueur and Henderson parishes. But 
they did not include any statistics of my work at Cordova. During the last 
council year I have officiated there once a month, and part of the time, twice a 
month on Sunday evenings, besides two communions and other services on week 
days. The congregations have been uniformly large, and the interest in the church 
and desire for its permanent establishment there, continue unabated. The church 
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building, to seat about 200 persons, is in process of erection. Its cost is nearly all 
provided for by subscriptions at Cordova of money, materials and labor, and by 
the $10 you have promised, together with some $110 from aid beside, has been 
given by zealous Christian women who have come to take an interest im the Cor- 
dova mission, who reside at Goshen, N. Y. They furnish Communion Plate, 
Altar Linen and part, if not the whole expense of a Chancel Window and Font. 

Soon after last Council you confirmed there 14 persons, all of whom F had re- 
eently baptised. These all, with eight more, soon after received the Holy Com- 
munion. I expect to baptise 3 adults there next Sunday; so that we may reasona- . 
bly expect that Cordova parish will start with about 30 communicants. _ And the 
example thus set is doing good in the “big woods” region. At the earnest request 
of the Lexington people, (Le Sueur Center, the coun'y seat in- Lexington), I have 
resumed services at the Cemter on Sunday afternoons once a month. Thus far 
the attendance has been good. The people are beginning there to ask, “Why can - 
not we build a church as well as the Cordova people?” They can, if they will, 
as they number nearly as many church families as Cordova, and of more pecuniary.

' the afternoons and the remaining Sunday time, to the stations above mentioned, 
and to Ottawa and Henderson. At the latter place there is little to encourage— 
though no good seed sown is probably ever lost entirely. I have tolerably good at- 
tendance at Ottawa, but no members of the chureh there. I think it best, how- 
ever, to keep up the services there “for a testimony,” if nothing else. I cannot 
well extend my services. longer to Belle Plaine. My work demands too much of 
me in the other direction. |

Rt. Rev. H. B. Whipple, D. D., Faribault, Minn.: 

My DEAR BisHop:—At Anoka the services are well attended for the most part, 
and are full and hearty. The Sunday school is thrifty and growing and speaks 
well for the able management of the Superintendent, Judge O. L. Cutter. 

The Ladies’ Parish Aid Society of this parish has done noble work. During its 
brief existence of eight months the net earnings have been fifty dollars, which 
amount is expended in the various kinds of parish work. 

During the year the rectory has been completed and occupied by the Rector 
since September last. Its cost exceeded—as I think is usually the case—our first 
estimate. It could not be built at this present time for less than $1,400. It is very 
complete in all its compartments. Altogether the church-property is doubled in 
value during the past year. There isa balance due yet of about (not more) than 
$350, which will be paid off during the coming year, if God prospers us as He has. 

At your request I visited Princeton, the county seat of Mille Lac county, and 
held my first service on Wednesday evening, May 3,1882. The congregation was 
large, numbering over 100, and well filled the Congregational church, in which we 
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held our services. At this service I baptized into the church the four little ehild- 
ven of Mr. D. A. Coley. 

On Wednesday, the 31st of May, I drove over from. Anoka, a drive of 32 miles, 
and. held service in the evening. There was a much larger congregation out than - 
at my previous visit. oa te 

The people seem very anxious for church services, though there are but two 
church people in the town. At this visit I made some 15 visits, and all seemed 
anxious to know about the church and. her services. 

There are five persons awaiting a visit from the Bishop for confirmation, 

I am very sure that if a missionary could be sent there at the present time, he 
would be liberally supported and would build up, in a short time, a strong mission. 
Klk River and Princeton could be combined to good advantage. 

At Big Lake, the station above Elk River, a gentleman has offered to build a | 
chapel equal in size to the Elk River church, provided a missionary can be sent 
there. It seems to me these three places might be united, with Elk River as the 
central parish, with good advantage to the church and her work. 

At Bethel, 18 miles distant from Anoka, there are some dozen church families, 
mostly English, who are anxious for church services and sacraments. I have been 
unable so far to give them any service, and there are one or two other places 
that might be supplied from Anoka. 

At Elk River it is proposed, during the summer, to repair the church and put 
the grounds in good shape, fence the lots, &c. i

My Dear Bishop: 

Please find enclosed my report for Owatonna. It includes all my official acts in 
my entire missionary field. I am to be in Blooming Prairie on Sunday, and will 
make out the report of my work there and send it Monday. There will, however, 
be no items additional, except the following, which may be estimated as follows: 
Offerings, about $200, of which $25 is for myself, and the balance is for furnishing 
the church and expenses. -The little church is now with pews, and is the prettiest 
house of worship in Steele county. Itis difficult to tell who belongstous. I 
may say 16 families, though we have only 6 communicants, and souls about 75. 

It is 10 years since I held the first service of the church ever held there: The 
result will confirm what in my experience has proved to be true, that a good work 
ean be done at an early day in all our villages by persistent work. And I have no 
doubt the result will be the same in Owatonna. 

I regret my report of baptisms is so meagre. I expect to make up in confirmations 
at Blooming Prairie. We are, however, gaining here; and you will see from some 
of the other items that the church reaches more homes than I report.

CONSTITUTION OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL CHURCH IN THE 
DIOCESE OF MINNESOTA. 


ARTICLE I. 


The Church in Minnesota accedes to the Constitution of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States, and shall be known by the name and title of the 
Diocese of Minnesota. 


ARTICLE II. 


There shall be an Annual Council of this Diocese, at such time and place as may 
be determined by the Council thereof. Should anything occur to render it neees- 
sary or expedient to change the place of meeting of the Council, the Bishop or in 
case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the Ecclesiastical authority of the Diocese 
shall appoint some other convenient place for such meeting, of which due notice 
shall be given through the Secretary of the Diocese. 
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ARTICLE III. 


Special meetings of the Council, when necessary, may be called by the Bishop, 
or in case of vacancy in the Episcopate, or the inability of the Bishop to act, from 
sickness, absence, or other cause, by the Standing Committec. 

At least forty days’ notice shall be given of the time and place of such meeting 
to all the Clergy entitled to seats, and to all Parishes entitled to representation. 

No other business shall be transacted than that for which such Special Council 
was called. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The Council shall consist of the Bishop of the Diocese, of all Presbyters and 
Deacons having been canonically and actually resident within the Diocese for the 
space of six months, and who are not under Ecclesiastical censure, and of lay repre- 
sentatives. 

Sec. 2. Each Parish in this Diocese shall be entitled to a representation by one 
delegate, and for every fifty communicants, by one additional delegate, who shall 
be elected by the Vestry of the respective churches in union with this Council, from 
amomg members thereof, at any time between Easter and the ensuing Council; or at 
a parish meeting in such parishes as shall at an annual meeting have adopted this 
method. Such delegates shall hold office until the Annual Council vipieette that 
for which they are elected. 

Provided, That the Council may provide by Canon for the suspension from 
representation of any parish failing to pay such assessment or assessments as the 
Council shall impose. 


ARTICLE V. 


The Bishop is, ea officio, President of the Council; but in case of a vacaricy in 
the Eptscopate, or the inability of the Bishop to act, from absence, sickness, or other 
cause, the Council shall be called to order by the Secretary, whereupon the roll of 
Clergy having been called, a President shall be elected, p70 tempore, from among 
the Presbyters. 

The organization being thus effected, the delegates from each Parish shall pre- 
sent to the Secretary a certificate of their election, signed by the Rector, a Warden, 
or the Clerk; whereupon, having answered to their names, they shall take their 
seats. 


ARTICLE VI. 


In the deliberations of the Council, the Clergy and Laity shall act and vote to- 
gether; but when requested by two members, the two orders shall vote separately ; 
and concurrence of a majority of both orders shall be necessary to decide any ques- 
tion. 


ARTICLE VII. 


At each Annual Council a Secretary shall be elected, who shall be Secretary of 
the Diocese, and hold his office until a successor be appointed. It shall be his duty 
to record the proceedings of the Council, to attest its public acts, to issue such 
notices to Diocese as the Bishop, from time to time, may require; to preserve the 
Journals, Books, Papers and Documents, of a public nature, entrusted to him, and 
faithfully to deliver the same into the hands of his successor. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 


At each Annual Council a Treasurer shall be elected, who shall continue in office: 
until a successor be appointed. He shall give satisfactory security for the faithful 
discharge of his duties; to the Secretary of the Diocese, and lay before the Council, » 
previous to the election of a successor, a correct statement of all moneys received 
and disbursed during the past year, and of all moneys and other property, belong- 
ing to the Diocese, whieh may be in his possession. No moneys shall be disbursed 
by the Treasurer, exeept by the order of the Council, signed by the Secretary,, 
or by the order of the Bishop of the Diocese, er by the Eeeclesiastical authority 
thereof. 

In case of death, resignation, removal from the Diocese, or other disability, the 
Standing Committee shall appoint a Treasurer, to whom all funds, books and 
papers belonging to the Diocese shall be delivered, and who shall continue in office: 
until the next Annual Couneil, or until a suceessor be appointed. 

ARTICLE IX. 


A Standing Committee of three Presbyters and three Laymen, who shall be 
Communieants, shall be elected at each Annual Couneil. At their first meeting, 
they shall appoint a Presbyter of their own body as President. They shall also 
elect a Secretary who shall keep a record of their proceedings, which, together with 
all papers and documents, shall be subject to the inspection of the Bishop and 
Council. 

The Bishop shall supply all vacancies which may occur during the recess of the 
Council. 

Any four of the Committee, the whole having been summoned by the President, 
shall be a quorum, except for such purposes as, by their own rules or the Canons of 
the General Convention may require a larger number. 


ARTICLE X. if 


Whenever, in the Providence of God, the Episcopate of this Diocese shall become 
vacant, the election of a Bishop shall be in the following manner: The Clergy and 
Laity shall vote by ballot, and separately, and a concurrence of a majority of both 
orders shall be necessary to an election. 

In the Couneil electing, should less than two-thirds of the Clergy entitled to 
seats be present, then two-thirds of the votes of all the clergy present shall be nec- 
essary to determine a choice. : 

And should less than two-thirds of the Lay-delegates entitled to vote be present, 
then two-thirds of the votes of the Lay-delegates present shall be necessary to de- 
termine a choice. 


ARTICLE XT. 


Parishes may be admitted into the union with the Council, on motion, by a ma- 
jority of the votes, upon submitting to the Council evidence of their organization, 
in accordance with the Constitution and Canons of the Diocese. Provided, 'lhat 
no Parish shall be entitled to vote by its Lay delegation, unless it shall have been — 
organized for at least six months previous to the meeting of the Council, and have 
been incorporated as a body politic. 


ARTICLE XII. 
The mode of' altering this Constitution shall be as follows: A proposition for an 
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amendment shall be introduced in writing, and considered in the Council; and, if 
approved of, shall lie over to the next Council; and if again approved of in the 
next ensuing Council, by a majority of two orders voting thereon separately, the 
change shall take place, and the Constitution so altered shall be valid and obliga- 
tory. 

ARTICLE XIII. 


The Bishop and Clergy may sit as a distinct House; and as such skall be known 
as the Diocesan Synod; all whose duties and functions shall be defined and limited 
by Canon. - |

The Bishop, or, in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, the President of the Stand- 
ing Committee, on or before the day of the meeting of the Council, shall furnish to 
the Secretary of the Diocese, an accurate certified list of the names of all Clergy- 
men entitled to seats, from which list the roll of the Clergy shall be called. Should 
any question arise as to the right of a Clergyman or Layman to a seat in the Council, 
it shall be decided by the Council itself, according to the Constitution and Canons of 
the Diocese. 


CANON III. 


ON PAROCHIAL REGISTERS AND REPORTS. 


In every Parish there shall be provided, at its expense,a Parish Register in 
which the Rector or Minister in charge shall record the names of all persons bap- 
tized, confirmed, married, and who have died within his cure; also, the names of 
all communicants, heads of families, and adult persons belonging to it, with the 
date of each event. In the case of vacancy in the Rectorship, the Senior Warden 
or Secretary of the Parish shall make the entries required above. 

There shall also be provided, at the expense of the Diocese, a Diocesan Register, 
in which shall be recorded by the Secretary of the Diocese, all baptisms, confirma- 
tions, marriages, and funerals, performed by the Bishop or other clergymen, beyond 
the limits of any organized Parish or at any military station within the Diocese, in 
the form and manner provided for Parish Registers. And it shall be the duty of 
sueh clergymen to furnish to the Secretary of the Diocese, annually or oftener, the 
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names of all persons: baptized, confirmed, maxried, or buried by them, with neces+- 
sary dates. 

On or before the day of the Annual Meeting of the Council, each elergyman be- 
longing to the Dioeese shall present to: the Bishop or the President of the Council, a 
full and statistical report of his Parish, er such: eeclesiastical acts-as: he may have: 
performed. for the past year- 


CANON IV. 


OM THE USE OF THE OFFICE OF INSTITUTION. 

The office of the Institution of the Ministers into Parishes or Churehes shall be 
of use and authority im this Diocese. Ht shall be duty of the Vestry or Parish, or 
Church on the election of a Clergyman to the Rectorship thereof, to give immediate 
notice of such election to the Ecelesiastical authority of the Diocese, in the form 
and manner prescribed by Canon XIV., of 1880, of General Convention*; where- 
upon the Ecclesiastical authority, being satisfied that the person chosen is a quali- 
tied Minister of this Church, may proceed immediately to institute him, the notifi- 
eation of election being considcred a request to institution on the part of the Vestry, 
Parish, or Church. 


* See 2 1, Canon 14, [1], of General Convention. 


CANON VY. 


ON THE USE OF CHURCHES. 


No consecrated Church shall be used for purposes other than these mentioned in 
the “Form for the Conseeration of a Chureh or Chapel.” 

As every cousecrated Church is placed under the spiritual jurisdiction of the 
Bishop of the Diocese, it is hereby declared, that in this spiritual jurisdiction is n- 
eluded the right of the Bishop to use sueh Chureh for all services not inconsistent 
with the “Form for the Consecration of a Church or Chapel,” and to prevent its use 
for the performance of any service inconsistent with the same. 

Whenever a Priest is instituted or regularly settled in a Parish or Church, then 
the right of the Bishop to use sueh Church for the performanee of any holy office, 
shall be confined to his Episcopal Visitations and extraordinary oceasions. — 


CANON VI. 


ON THE ORGANIZATION OF PARISHES AND OF PARISH AND VESTRY MEETINGS. 


SECTION 1. Parishes may be organized as follows: Any number, not less than 
six, of adult male members of the Church, by Baptism or Confirmation, residing in, 
any city or town, or 1n one or more contiguous towns, may, with the previous 
consent of the Bishop, obtained in writing, organize as a Parish, by electing one 
Senior Warden and one Junior Warden and not less than three nor more than eight. 
Vestrymen, and adopting a name tor the Parish. They shall forthwith report in 
writing to the Bishop, or, if there be none, to the Standing Committee, the fact of 
such organization, the names and places of residence of the persons taking part in 
such election, and the names and places of residence of the Wardens and Vestry- 
men elected, and the name adopted for the Parish. Provided, That if such Par- 
ish is organized within the bounds of any existing Parish, it shall require the con- 
sent of the Bishop and Standing Committee of the Diocese. 
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Src. 2. Upon receiving such report, and inquiring into the circumstances con- 
mected with such organization, and being satisfied that it is expedient and for the 
good of the Chureh that such Parish shall be established, the Bishop, or if there be 
mone, the Standing Committee, may make and subscribe, officially, and transmit te 
the Senior Warden so elected, a certificate in writing, stating that such Parish, 
(describing it by its aame and location, and the date of its organization) is a Parish 
of the Church, fully organized and established, according to the Canons of the 
Church; and thereupon, and not before the organization of such Parish shall be 
deemed complete. 

SEc.3. The Wardens must be communicants of the Church, and the Vestrymen 
qualified electors of the Parish. 

Src. 4, At all meetings of the Vestry or Parish, the Rector shall preside ; if there 
be none, or he be absent, the Senior Warden, or in the case of his absence, the Jun- 
ior Warden shall preside. If all three be absent, the meeting shall elect a presid- 
ing officer. 


CANON VII. 


OF THE QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS. 


SecTion 1. All adult males, members of the Church, by Baptism or Confirma~ 
tion, and connected with the Parish for at least three months before any Parish 
meeting [and all adult males who have for at least six months prior to any Parish 
meeting rented pews in the Church or contributed to the expenses of the Parish 
in the manner adoptsd and practiced by such Parish], shall be electors at such Par- 
ish meeting; Provided, That no person shall vote at any Parish meeting unlessat 
least three months before such meeting he shall have signed his name in a Register 
of Electors of the Parish, to be kept by the Vestry. 

Sec. 2. At any Parish meeting, the presiding officer, with two tellers—one 
appointed by him and one elected by the meeting, shall determine the qualifica- 
tions ef any person offering te vote. 


CANON VIUI. 


ON DEPUTIES TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION. 


Each Annual Council next preceding the meeting of the General Convention, 
shall elect four Clerical and four Lay Deputies, who shall continue in office until 
successors are appointed. The Council may also elect four Clerical and four Lay 
Supplementary Deputies. 

In case of resignation or inability to perform its duties on the part of any Dep- 
uty, notice shall be given, in writing, to the President of the Standing Committee 
of such resignation or inability, at least two months before the meeting of the Gen- 
eral Convention. The President of the Standing Committee shall thereupon ap= 
point from the Supplementary Deputies, so many as may be necessary to insure a 
full representation of the Diocese. 


CANON IX. 


OF A QUORUM. 


The presence of at least one-fourth of the Clergymen entitled to vote in the 
Council, and of Deputies from at least one-fourth of the Congregations, shall be nec- 
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essary to the transaction of business, except that a smaller number may adjourn 
from day to day. 


CANON X. 


ON THE TRUSTEES OF THE MINNESOTA CHURCH FOUNDATION. 


The Minnesota Church Foundation, this day constituted, under a charter, ap- 
proved by this Couucil, shall be the lawful organ of this Council for receiving, 
holding, and administrating such real estate. or moneys for the purchase thereof, 
as may be donated, bequeathed, or conveyed to the Trustees of said Foundation, 
for promoting the general weal of the Church in Minnesota, or for any special ob- 
ject connected therewith. And the Treasurer of the Council shall, upon the order 
of the Standing Committee, pay over to said Board all moneys which may be re- 
ceived by him tor the objects of their trust. 

All moneys received, or proceeds of property held for Missionary purposes, or for 
Education for the Ministry, shall be paid on the like order, by the Board, to such 
persons as the Standing Committee shall direct. 


CANON XI. 


ON THE PRESENTATION AND TRIAL OF A CLERGYMAN. 


SECTION 1. The Bishops of the Diocese shall, annually, during the session of 
the Diocesan Convention, appoint an Ecclesiastical Court, consisting of eight (8) 
Presbyters, who shall continue in the office one year, or until successors are ap- 
pointed. 

Sec. 2. An accusation may be made against a clergyman to his Bishop by any 
three (3) persons in communion with the church, in writing, under their own 
proper signatures. It the accussation be for any crime punishable by Canon IL., 
title 2, of Digest of the General Convention, the Bishop shall appoint two (2) judic- 
ious Presbyters to examine into its truth, who shall report to him the result of 
their examination in writing. Should the report of this commission be such as, 1n 
the judgment of the Bishop, to render probable the truth of the accusation, he shall 
lay before the Standing Committee a correct and certified copy of said report. The 
Standing Committee having carefully examined the report of the commission, and, 
being satisfied of the probable guilt of the accused, shall present him for trial to the 
Bishop, statiug distinctly in the presentment the charges and specificatians for 
which he has been presented, with reasonable certainty as to the time, place, and 
circumstance, which charges and specifications must be signed by at least two- 
_ thirds of the Standing Committee. The Bishop thereupon shall order the court 
provided for in this Canon to meet at some convenient time and place, for the trial 
of such clergyman, to whom at least one month's notice shall be given of the order- 
ing of the court, its time and place of méeting, and a correct copy of the charges 
and specifications, together with the names of the principal witnesses. 

Src. 3. At any time, within thirty days after the time of service, the accused 
may select five of the eight as the court by which he will be tried, and shall ac- 
cordingly notify the Bishop in writing; or if he shall fail to do so the court shall 
consist of the original eight, though any five of the said eight shall be competent to 
sit on the case. . 

Sno. 4. At the time of ordering the court, the Bishop shall appoint some learned 
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and judicious Presbyter as church Advocate, whose duty it shall be to conduct the 
tria] on the part ot the Diocese. 

Sec. 5. The court, after it shall be organized, may appoint one or more of the 
profession of the law to be its assessors, who may be present at all its proceedings. 
It shall be their duty to give to the court an opinion upon any question which 
may arise, upon which the court, or any member thereof, or the prosecuting or ac- 
cused party, shall desire an opinion, but without any voice in the decision of any 
question. 

Sc. 6. If within ten days before the meeting of any court, the accused shall 
make to the Bishop, in writing, a confession of the crime or crimes with which he 
is charged, the Bishop with the concurrence of two-thirds of the Clerical members 
of the Standing Committee, shall proceed to inflict such punishment as he may 
deem proper. 

Src. 7. In case the accused shall refuse to appear before the court, at the time 
and place appointed, he may be suspended for contumacy, and unless he submit 
himself for trial within six months thereafter, he may be deposed. 

Sec. 8. The court having heard all the evidence in the case with impartiality, 
shall find the accused guilty or not guilty of the charges preferred against him, and 
if guilty recommend the punishment, which, in its judgment, ought to be inflicted. 
A correct copy of the proceedings, and sentence of the court, together with the evi- 
dence, shall be forwarded immediately by the President to the Bishop, and, if ap- 
proved, he shall inform the accused thereot. 

Sec. 9. Should the accused feel that injustice has been done him, he may appeal 
to the Diocesan Synod for a re-hearing and determination of his case, notice of 
which appeal must be given to the Bishop, in writing, within sixty days after re- 
ceiving notice of the sentence and approval. In case no appeal be taken within 
sixty days, making due allowance for accident and unavoidable delays, the Bishop 
may proceed to put the sentence into execution. 

Sec. 10. If the Bishop disapprove of the proceedings or sentence of the court, he 
may either remit or modify the sentence, but in no case augment it, or he may 
carry the cause directly to the Diocesan Synod for trial and final judgment, notice 
of which must be given to the accused. 

Src. 11. Before the accused has pleaded guilty or not guilty to the charge or 
charges preferred against him, the court may, in its discretion, allow an appeal to 
be taken to the Diocesan Synod, the notice and grounds of which appeal, and the 
order granting it, must be forwarded by the court to the Bishop. 

Sec. 12. The right of peremptory challenge, in any trial by the Diocesan Synod, 
is hereby guaranteed to the accused in regard to each member of the court which 
has adjudicated upon his case, and also the right of challenge for cause in regard 
to any other member. 

Src. 13. The laws of the State of Minnesota, so far as they relate to the law of 
evidence, shall be of force and authority in all Ecclesiastical courts of this Dio- 


cese. 
Src. 14. No charge shall be considered as proven, except on the testimony of 


two respectable witness, or on the oath of one witness whose testimony is corrob- 
orated by pregnant circumstances. The sentence of the court must be unanimous 
in order to conviction. 

Src. 15. The expenses accruing in the trial of a Clergyman, except his own, shall 
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he paid by the Treasurer of the Diocese upon the order of the Bishop. 

Sec. 16. In the absence of the Bishop, all the above duties of the Bishop may be 
performed by the Standing Committee; save that sentence of deposition may be 
pronounced only by a Bishop. 


CANON XII. 
OF THE DIOCESAN SYNOD. 


SECTION 1. The Diocesan Synod shall be an Appellate Court for the examina- 
tion and final judgment of all causes for which a Clergyman may be tried under 
the Canons of the General COnvention, or those of his own Diocese. 

Sec. 2. It shall have cognizance ofall questions relating to the Ritual Law and 
Usage of the Church, and its interpretations and judgments shall have the force of 
Canons, and be binding upon the Clergy. 

Sec. 3. It shall be entrusted with the decision of all questions growing out of 
the formation and sub-division of Parishes. 

Sec. 4. It shall also be competent to transact such other business as the Bishop 
may think proper to submit to its consideration and judgment. 

Src. 5. In order to give validity and force to any sentence, judgment, finding, 
interpretation, or final proceeding of the Diodesan Synod, there shall be a concur- 
rence of the two Orders; but in case of a vacancy in the Episcopate, then a ma- 
jority of two-thirds only shall be required. . 

Src. 6. The Synod shall meet annually at the place appointed for the meeting 
of the Diocesan Council, at such time as the Bishop may determine. In case of a 
vacancy in the Episcopate, or inability of the Bishop to act from any cause what- 
ever, the President of the Standing Committee shall designate the time of the 
meeting, and then the Synod shall elect its own President. : 

SEc. 7. Deacons belonging to the Diocese skall beentitled to a seat, and the priv- 
ilege of a debate, but not of judgment and voting. 

Sec. 8. If the resident canonical Clergy of the Diocese shall be less than twenty, 
then two-thirds of all such Clergy shall be necessary to constitute a quorum, when 
sitting as an Appellate Court. 

SEc. 9. Should any Clergyman or Layman refuse to obey asummons of the Dio- 
cesan Synod to testify in any case pending before it, the Synod may proceed sum- 
marily to punish the porson so offending in such manner, and with such severity, 
as in its judgment may best subserve the ends of truth and justice. 

Sec. 10. The Secretary of the Diocese shall be the Secretory of the Synod. He 
Shall keep a faithful record of its proceedings and cause them to be published with 
the Journal of the Council. 


CANON XIII. 


OF ASSESSMENTS. 


The Treasurer and Secretary of the Council shall bea Committee to make assess- 
ments for the expenses of the Council for the year next succeeding which hie be 
published in the Journal. 


Any parish that shall fail to pay such assessments before the organization of the 
Council on account of which such assessment is made, shall be suspended from all 


privileges in connection with the Council until the same shall be paid.

TWENTY-sIXTH ANNUAL COUNCIL. 


-20D0e 


Beloved Brethren : 

It is of God’s goodness that we meet once more in council. 
The year has been strangely clouded with sorrow and death— 
Never have we lost so many of our foremost sons—The memory 
of some of them is intertwined with all the history of my bish- 
op’s life—I cannot call over the long roll of these, whose names, 
I trust are written in the Lord’s book of Life. One name stands 
first, that of our treasurer, General J. H. Simpson. He was 
identified with the church in St. Paul, so far back as the days of 
good Bishop Kemper. He was one of those who welcomed 
Breck, Wilcoxson and Myrick to Minnesota. After a long and 
faithful service of his couutry, as a soldier who like the cen- 
turion feared God, he came back to his old home to spend the 
evening of hisdays. I never knew a truer man, a more humble 
Christian, or one more loyal to the Church of God. He knew 
no greater joy than to minister to the missionaries of the church. 
He felt as keen an interest for them, as if he were supplying the 
needs of soldiers in his country’s service. Death came sudden- 
ly, btit to him it was his Saviour’s call to the rest of the People 
of God. We miss one of our most saintly sons—the Rev. Will- 
iam T. Pise. He cameto me an ingenuous, manly youth. I 
watched with a father’s love, his growth of mind and heart. 


| in the founding of the schools at Faribault. None ever followed 
a brother’s work with truer sympathy. His last message to me

We have all lost the one who was fore- 
most in the Church’s missionary work. I cannot tell the story of 
his great faith, his earnest heart and his brotherly sympathy. Itis 
inwrought in the destiny of every diocese and missionary jurisdic- 
ion in this land. Thousands whom he never met have been 
braver for his heart stirring words. Eternity alone will reveal 
the work God permitted him to do. 


The record of our own work is_ too small for self-congratula- 
tion and yet it is large enough for devout gratitude to God. The 
progress of the emigration which is sending unnumbered thous- 
ands to the frontier has gone on with unabated rapidity. Our 


country parishes have been weakened by the removal of church- - 


men to our cities. Our city Churches have not sittings for these 
newcomers. ‘There are more shepherdless children of the church 


in St. Paul and Minneapolis than our present Churches can ac- | 


comodate. The population ofthese two cities has nearly doubled 
in three years. Whether you look at the Church inthe city, or 
in the country we are brought face to face with a problem which 
can only be solved by consecrated hearts. I cannot doubt your 
love. You will not give up your honored name asa missionary 
Diocese. We who have borne the heat and burden of the. day 
are too near the eventide to give up any work forGod. We can- 


not look to the east to care for our missionary work. Our boasted | 
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prosperity, our increase in population forbid this. Our brethren 
have and will help us,in establishing christian schools to edu- 
cate brave men and women for our Saviours work, and to send 
out heralds of the Cross into the new North West. What we do 
or leave undone in our missionary work will depend upon our- 
selves. If God has laid heavy burdens on our shoulders, He 
will help us to -bear them, if we give to him consecrated 
hearts. 


Allthat the Church needs for charities and missons this com- 
ing year would not be felt as a burden to scores of our people, if 
it could secure success to business plans. I speak to all who are 
identified with the Church, who enjoy its ministrations and ex- 
pect its loving offices in the hour of bereavement and death— 
we cannot, we dare not, neglect work for Him to whom we owe 
all we have for time and eternity. We all need God’s blessing 
upon ourselves and our children—we cannot hope for that bless- 
ing if we withhold

which He has commanded to be set apart for His service. | It 
is not the rich alone who areto honor God’s law. We often de- 
ceive oursélves. We dream of the great things we would do with 
the ten talents, which are not entrusted to our care, and leave 
our one talent buried ina napkin. 


He who said ’’If thou hastmuch give plenteously’’; Has also 
said ’’ if thou hast little, do thy diligence gladly to give of that 
little, for so gatherest thou a good reward in the time of thine own 
necessity.” Do not think that I forget, that some, yes, many of 
you, have through all these years been my helpers in the Lord. | 
All this work for God, is yours. These schools, these hospitals, 
these missions, these churches; Allare yours. I have only been 
under God, your almoner, and to you, and those like you who have 
testified their love for God I owe all that has been done in these 
twenty-four years. Without your love and sympathy I should 
have been the most pitiably heipless man on earth. ,

These are no days for timid counsels 
or shifting anchorages. Our feet must rest on the eternal ver- 
ities of the revelation of God. 

This is the one sure foundation of faith because it is the 
record of God’s work in the redemption of the world. You 
cannot teach in God’s name unless you believe God’s word. 


“Our Lord said to the unbelievers of His day “iad@yemie= 


lieved Moses, ye wouldhave believedme.” “If ye believe not 
his writings, how shall ye believe my words.” God’s Revelation 
is at unity with itself, The one goldencord which runs through 
all is “ Christ. This Revelation has borne the test of the most 
searching critical scholarship. All that the malice of the devil 
or man’s carnal will could do, has been done to assail it. Out 
of every conflict it has come victorious. With the Revelation 
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of God as the sure foundation, brethren preach Christ as the 
only hope of sinful dying men, and then work loyally in His 
Church. Sin, sorrow and death are not priest craft. They are 
facts. All that experience and wisdom can tell us of a remedy 
for these, isto say “ Ido not know.” The only one who has 
claimed the power to heal sin, to cure sorrow and lead men 
through the vallev of death is Jesus Christ. His words upon 
any other lips would be the ravings of a mad man, but spoken 
by Him, they are the words which have healed sin-sick souls, com- 
forted mourners and brought wanderers unto God. Inthe days 
when men were weary of the strife about election and free will, 
and indefectable grace the church was God’s haven of rest, 
because her only message was about Christ Incarnate, Christ 
Crucified, Christ Risen, Christ Ascended, Christ, the Mediator, 
and Christ the Judge. It will be so again. ‘There are

for ministers of Christ and ambassadors for God. We cannot 
lead others to Christ unless we have grasped his hand for 
ourselves. It is in our personal faith in Christ, in our experience 
of the renewing and sanctifying influences of the Holy Ghost 
that we find the way to draw other weary souls unto the Saviour. 


Men find peace and rest with God in the creed of the church 
which presents to aching heartsa living personal Christ, and not 
in the philosophies and theories about things hard to be un- 
derstood which unstable men will wrest to their own destruc- 
tion. The outlook is sad, as we see the body of Christ rent and 
torn in Christian strife—East separated from the West—the 
Church itself grieved by the dissension of her children. 


Our own beloved land is the home of countless rival faiths, 
creeds and churches. Whatever has been done to soften the 
bitterness of strifes, whatever victories which have been won is 
due to this faith in a personal Saviour. “The Church, by her 
apostolic creed, her plain directions as to duty, her scriptural 
worship and lineage, as a branch of the historical and Catholic 
Church, has done much to soften asperities, and break down 
hedges: We have’ no right to dream that the whole 
Christian world will be absolved by any fragment of the 
Church. Christendom will not be healed by any theories 
of ecclesiastical hierarchy. No human irenicon will ever be- 
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come more than the badge of a party. We can,.in :the 
spirit of charity, bear witness to the truths of which the 
Church is a trustee, we can show those who love our 
blessed Lord that all these separations have come from eleyat- 
ing human opinions into faith, we can show them that Christian | 
fellowship must come from fellowship with Christ, and baptism 
.in the name of the blessed Trinity. It is the faith of the heart 
which unites us with Christ, and to each other. It is the greatest 
and simplest of all theology, because he who loves God must 
love his brother also. 
OUR DUTY 


is to bear the evangel of God’s love to a lost world, and 
to be peace makers in the family of Christ, we must be 
careful not to introduce customs of which the fathers of the 
Church would have said ‘‘we have no such custom, neither the 
Church of God.” The people among whom we minister are 
the most practical people on the face of the earth, and they will 
only be saved from doubt and unbelief by holding up clearly and 
unmistakeably the great doctrines of the cross, salvation alone 
through Jesus Christ, and the renewal and sanctification of 
the heart by the Holy Ghost. Our’s is a Catholic Church in its 
wide comprehension and large liberty for all who accept and 
believe in the Catholic and Primitive creeds. It is a historical 
Church in its faith, sacraments and order. It will forever be a 
Protestant Church so long as one Roman Bishop claims to be 
God’s vice-gerent on earth, and an infallible judge among his 
brethren. 


Let us labor for the things which.make for peace—not the 

peace of those who cry peace when there is no peace—not the’ 

_ peace of indifference to God’s trust, but that peace which alone 

cometh to renewed hearts “‘ from God, the Father and Our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 


Since writing my address, the telegram has announced the 
election of our beloved brother, the Rev. D. B. Knickerbacker 
D. D., as the Bishop of Indiana. Should he accept the call 
of the Providence of God to a more arduous post of duty, he 
will carry with him the blessing and God speed of the clergy, 
and laity of this whole Diocese.

For the year ending Nov. 15, there were 78 free patients, requiring 1,767 days 
care; 95 private patients, requiring 2,285 days care, and 152 city patients, re- 
quiring 4,638 days care. ‘Total, 8,690 days care for the year. 

Cost of maintenence. $5,856. 


A new building was erected during the year, at a cost of $7,750. It was 
dedicated by Bishop Whipple Aug. 4, 1882, At this time, by resolution of the 
Brotherhood, the name was changed from Cottage Hospital to St. Barnabas. 


A Debt of $3,000 was incurred in the erection of the Building. A legacy of 


$1,000 was received from the estate of Mrs. Elizabeth Seymour, of Buffalo, N. 
Y., toward a permanent endownent, making at this time $1,200 invested. 


Another legacy of $1,000 is expected during the current year. 


The value of the Hospital property at this time must be $30,000, and we 
have room for 50 patients. 

It is expected soon to organize a special Board of Trustees for the care and 
maintenance of the Hospital. 
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Roportiof the Dean of the Northern Convocation. 


The Dean of the New Convocation, respectfully reports, that on the 28th of 
last July, acting for the Bishop of the Diocese, he laid the corner stone of the 
Bishop Whipple School at Moorhead, assisted by the Rev. Dean Knickerbacker, 
the Rev. Thos. E. Dickey, Principal, the Rev. Geo. E. Swanand the Reverends 
Dean Cooley and Goudy of Fargo. 

The first meeting was held at Moorhead, July 30th and 31st 1883. Present 
besides the Dean, the Reverends Jas. A. Gilfillan, Thos. E. Dickey, Geo. E. 
Swain, R. M. Johnson and E. S. Thomas of St. Paul. A severe blizzard pre- 
vailed the first day, blocking the railroads and causing the absence of many of 


the clergy.

Rev. T. E. Dickey—‘‘ The best way of bringing into the Church,-those with- 
out her Fold.’’

The Dean introduced the discussion of ‘‘ Parochial Temperance Societies.’ 
Interesting and profitable discussions followed the reading, in which the Clergy 


were ably seconded by the laity. 


The Rev. E. S. Thomas preached the first evening, and on the ‘second, mis- 
sionary addresses were made by the Dean, the Reverends R. M. Johnson, G. 
E. Swan and E. S. Thomas, 

On the-3ist, acting again for the Bishop, I dedicated the Bishop Whipple 
School building, assisted by convocation, the secretary of the Board of Trustees 


and Rev Thomas. 


Convocation met again on the 17th and 18th of April, in St. Paul’s Church 
Brainerd. Present the Dean, the Reverends Dickey, Swan, Cummings, Root, 
Gilfillan, Johnson and McKim of St Cloud, and Chas. Wright of Leach Lake 
and Mr. Fritz Hugh Smith. Able papers were read by:

Report of the Rev. A. W. Mann, in Charge of Work among the Deaf. 


To the Rt. Rev. (1. B. Whipple, D D., Bishop of Minuesota: 


During the year just closed, I held services with a most encouraging attend- 
ance in St. Paul’s Church, St. Paul; Gethsemane Church, Minneapolis; and the 
Chapel of the Minnesota School for the Deaf, Faribault. The service in Minn- 
eapolis was *‘combined,’’ Dr. Knickerbacker reading the Evening Service, and 
my address for the regular congregation, and I interpreting both for the people 
present. 


In future J intend to devote more attention to the work in Minnesota, al- 


though it will not be as much as it should on account of the demands of a work 


embracing thirteen Dioceses. Such is the extent of the field under my charge. 
It is of course, much too large-for one man. We need more missionaries. 


Within this large area there are not less than 9,o00 deaf mutes I reach 
more or Jess directly, 2,500. In the ten years of my labors I have officiated in 
upwards of 125 parishes, 197 persons have been baptised. The list of communi- 
cants show 158 names. Candidates are awaiting the Bishop’s visit at different 
points. I have generally been present at confirmations to interpret for them. 
I have distributed Tracts and Prayer Books, which in their influence reach beyond 
the deaf themselves. Many of their hearing and speaking kindred and friends 
read them, and are thus led into the communion of the Church. For supplies of 
Prayer Books I have been indebted to the New York and the Bishop White Prayer 
Book Societies. 


Iam greatl indebted to the generosity of the railway lines in providing 
special facilities for travel, without which it seems impossible that the work could 
be pursued to its present extent and usefulness. The deaf‘are but a handful 
compared to other people, and are scattered widely apart. ‘They belong mostly 
to the working classes and have moderate means, so that they cannot meet the 
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expenses of the missionaries traveling to so great an extent. Hence the value 
of the aid of the railways. ‘ 

I am indebted to my brethren of the Clergy for many kind courtesies in the 
course of my work. I hold myself in readiness to go wheresoever they desire to 
reach the deaf-mutes residing within their parochial limits with services in sign 
language.

For the past ten months'I have been associated with Rev. Mr. Gunn, as 
missionary on the St. Paul & Omaha R. R. I. have held services twice on each 
Sunday, excepting one or two, when I was hindered by the weather and bad health. 
I have received the offerings of the people at the places I have visited, which met 
my expenses on the road. At Madelia a small and stated sum was promised by 
the few people there for the year. I have spent most of my time in the latter 
place and those who are interested have shown a good will and appreciation of 
my purpose to serve among them. Since I have been here, a neat chapel has 
been built under the direction of Mr. Gunn, but considerable aid was given by 
one of the members here. We have received gifts from the people and we are 
indebted to the minister of Christ Church, St. Paul, for an Altar and Lectern. 
An organ has been provided and the ladies of the parish have undertaken or 
agreed to work to pay for it. A Sunday School is regularly sustained on each 
Sunday. ‘The offerings of the children are devoted to paying for Sunday School 
Papers and Leaflets. I have baptised four young persons. I pay regular visits 
to families in the country scattered about and hold services in a School House in 
the country about 12 miles distance each alternate Sunday, where there are sev - 
eral families connected with the Church. I do not know how long I tan con- 
tinue in this work, but I have taken pleasure in doing what I could. There is 
evidently great need and great good in keeping the services and instruction of 
the Church before the people; both in towns and in the country. It is especially 
to be noticed that the English peopite hold firmly to their early teachings, and 
they always welcome the minister.
